THE INDIAN FOREST SBRVICE (FIXATION OF CADRE STRENGTH OF 
UTTAR PRADESH) RULES, I 97 «. 

G.S.R. 426(E).— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 3 of the 
All India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951), the Central Government, after consultation with the 
State Government of Uttar Pradesh hereby makes the following rules, nemely:— 

1. Short title— These rales may be called the Indhn Forest Service (Emtio rf Crdre 
Strength of Uttar Praefcsh) Rules, 1976. 

2. Fixation of Cadra Strength of the State of Uttar Pradesh. —Notwithstanding any¬

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

On the basis of first round of selection male in 1967-1968 Ifor appointment at the initial 
constitution of the Indian Forest Service 85 Uttar Pradesh Services Officers were appointed to the 
State Cadre of the Indian Forest Service. After the completion of initial recruitment undor rule 
4 (1) of the Indian Forest Service (Recruitment) Rules, 1966 the recruitment under sub-rule (2) 
of rule 4 of the said rules commenced. Accordingly, some State Forest Service Officers were 
appointed to the State Cadre by promotion in May, 1969 and some direct recruits were allocated 
to the State Cadre on the results of annual examinations held by the Union Public Service Com¬ 
mission from 1967 onwards. 

2. The appointments made to the Uttar Pradesh CadTe of the Indian Forest Service on the 
basis of the first round of selection were quashed by the Allahabad High Court by their judgement 
in writ petition No. 1586 of 1968 decided on the 1 ith December, 1970 which followed the judgement 
of Supreme Courtof India in the caseof A, K. Kriapakand others vs. Union oflndia andothers. 
Subsequently Governmentof India were restrained from making fresh selection under sub-rule(i) 
read with sub-rule (3A), of rule 4 of the Indian Forest Service (Recruitment) Rules, 1966 
through an injunction by the Lucknow Branch of the Allahabad High Court in a writ petition No- 
1179 of 1972. Consequent upon the disposal of this writ petition by the High Court fresh 
selection was made by the Board and the Union Public Service Commission and appointment* 
of the officers approved for initial recruitment were notified in the Department of Personnel and 
Administrative Reforms Notification No. i7/20(i)/74-AIS(IV) dated the 23rd March, 1974. On 
the basis of the fresh selection, 104 officers were appointed at the initial constitution of the State 
Cadre of the Indian Forest Service. The number of offloers appointed at the initial constitution 
on the basis of fresh selection has resulted in over-utilisation of the total authorised strength of the 
Uttar Pradesh Cadre of the Indian Forest Service for the periods and to extent as indicated in the 
Notification. 

3, It is certified that consequent on the provision of ad hoc deputation reserve for certain 
periods during the years 1969-1973 the number of vacancies in the promotion ceiling of the Uttar 
Pradesh Cadre remain unchanged. The above amendment would not affect adversely the interest 
of officers appointed to the State Cadre of Uttar Pradesh by promotion during the said period. 
The interest of the initial recruits and the direct recruits will not also be affected by the ad hoc 
increase in the deputation reserve for certain periods. The increase has been necessitated because 
of the fresh initial recruitment made to the State cadre as the earlier initial recruitment was Set 
•side by the orders of the Court.
